He made this 
statement in p.issinK judgment in the 
case of the young man. Will Livingston, 
who, while attempting to protect his 
mother from violeiiee «t the hands of 
bis drunken father,had struck the elder 
man a blow that resulted ia his death, 
and for which tbe bogr hnd baea oonyict- 
ed of maneUugfater. 

In delivering his apiahm Judge Hill 
gave the foUowiair powerful arraign- 
ment of the liquor evil: 

"The facts of this case present an- 
other of the daily occurring instances 
showing the monstrous and measureless 
evi! of inioiicating liquors. This hydra- 
headed and remorseless monster, with 
ceaseless and lireless energy, wastes the 
substance the poor, manufhotures 
burdensome taxes (or tbe public, bknio- 
polijiee tbe valuable time of ooturta, fills 
{ails, penitentiaries and asylnas, ruins 
homes, deetroys manhood, tarreriies 
helpless women and Innocent ehlMiwi, 
baffles tbe church, and mocks at law, 
and answering its inexorable demands 
"each new morn new widows mourn, 
new <>r|>iians cry, new VIMga Strike 
hoavon in Ihe face." 

"'rheseare the products of a curse 
imposed not by tbe decree of Ood, but 
self-inflicted the voluntary ooaduet 
of man, its weak and wicked victim. 
Judges of ocimiaal courts, speaking 
from official experience, have grown 
weary calling attention to tbe drink 
habit as tbe principal cause of crime, 
snd nothing the writer could say would 
add to this manifest truth. fiut I can 
not refntin from saying that after live 
years' observation of tbe eases that have 
been before this court, thre^fourths of 
the crimee are due directly or iadlraetly 
to tbe excessive use of intoxicants, and 
that if the church and the state and pub- 
lic aentiment could make Georgia sober, 
Ihe prisons would be vacant, the chain- 
gangs empty, ami the cities, towns and 
country would be tilled with prosperous 
and hMftf homea." 



The Tomato Industry. 

A Northeni Kentucky paper makes 
tha suggaatiaa that tha people of that 
section couH grow millions of bushels 
of tOBatoes if they were to turn their 
atteotiou to the industry and asks. 
"Why Xot liaise More Tomatoes And 
Less Tobacco? " 

The growing of lomataee is Tsailj 
lighur work thaa tha adtivaUoa of 
tobaeeob bat it aoarwly seams wcttb 
while to saggeet to the average Ken- 
tucky farmer that he should raise less 
lot>acco. The tomato industrv is one 
that deserves more attention in Ken- 
tucky than it is now receiving. Our 
soil and climate are adapted to the grow- 
ing of teaiatoaa to parfattlaa. Tbe 
tomato i*«airaa aawpaiaHvaly little 
cnltivatMa aad vMvr tavMuble condi- 
tions is an immensely profitable crop. 
In regions where there are good facili- 
ties for iransporiaiio^, or where there 
are canning factories in easy reach, 
tomato growing may be carried on ad- 
vanugeously. In plaoee that are act 
f avorahly aitaat«4 ia thli iwpwst, of 
ooarso^ the tadaatiy aaa scaresly be ex- 
pected to attain aaf g wa t proportions. 

To make such aa iadastry successful 
to the highest degree it is necess&ry that 
there should be co-operation among 
growers ia order that large shipments 
■wy ha aaia and that the cost of pack- 
ing aad tsaaepastatlea wm^ be redaced 
toaminmuBL Tha "* — 'f bnainesa 
in Kentucky, unfortunately, is not as 
extensive as it should be and, as a rule, 
ventures of this kind in the smaller 
oitiee and towns have not been success 
ful. This is due in some instances to 
unwise management and in ssany other 
to iaabUity ta iatenat the 
hi tha giwwiag of toesatoee and 
other cannery products. Tbe Kentucky 
farmer is "sot in bis ways" and feels 
powerfully dependent on his tobacco 
crop. — Courier- Journal.

I was leaving 
the home of my youth and my manhood 
days, leaving the friends of a life-time, 
leaving a business to which 1 had devot 
ed a life of patient, hard unremitting 
work, to uke up a home in the unknown 
West. Fortunately, however. Just aa I 
was approaching Louisville, the rain 
ceased, tbe clouds parted and a glorious 
Kt-ntucky sun bade us farewell.

It is needleee to my that we 
tlii!:k ofii'H i>f our happy home and 
Irituds left behind us and while I pen 
these words, there is a little mixture 
gathering that dims and obscures the 
lines. We await the coming of the 
home jMipers with no litUe impat to noe 
and when handed na we all read them 
eagerly, advertisemeau aod alL And 
now I must bring this to a close.

Christmas fires Danger. 

The eeaeoa to appreaehing when aeores 
of lives are annually last and hundreds 
of flres are started by carelessness in 
(-"hristmas and t olitl.iy decorations. In 
addition to the hres and panics in 
crowded stores, due to c;irele.,s wriring 
of special d''eptays or the catching fire 
of taiH a mma bto deooiatieM, thoosands 
of dangoioas risks are raa la homes, 
obanmee aad Snaday edfaooto. Where^ 
ever possible, electric lights ahoald be 
used instead of candles on Christmas 
trees and ilie wiring should be carefully 
done. If this is not possible, the great- 
est precaution should be taken to see 
that tho traea are firmly inataltod and 
well braood, ao that they may not be 
overturned when preeenu are being 
taken down or by the over-enthusian of 
the children. Under no circumstances 
should cotton baiting t'c u.sod by ama- 
teur Santa Clauses for hitir :md whis- 
kers, aa non-inflammable substitutes 
oan eaaily be had, and tbe rtok of eerl- 
ooa or fatal bumioc to ozoeaaivo. If 
candles are used, ehildimi should not 
be allowed to light them while their 
parents are not present, as they often 
set lire to their clothing. ."^pocial care 
abould be taken not to leave matohee 
lying about, as they are sj>ecially dan- 
gerooa at Chrtotmas time. The h«rfidays 
of all periods of the year, should be 
freed from the dunir'T of terrible cal- 
amities, whicli is .'ihvays present unless 
reasonable precautions are taken in the 
matter of holiday decorations and fesii- 
viiee.

New Hog Disease. 

The Henderson Herald reports that 
hundreds of hogs have died in that 
county and hundreds of others are 
affected from a new disease which has 
so far baOad asdioal skill. Farmers 
and Totarinarx SsnrgaoBS who have in- 
vestigated uy they have never seen 
anything like it, and the only solution 
offered is that feeding rotten and wormy 
com has caused it. The loss to swine 
breeders in Henderron county from the 
new d is ea se aaounu lo thousands of 
dollars already, and now cassa are being 
raportad alaost daily. Hogs are said to 
die almost instantly when they contract 
the disease, not living long eiiouiih for 
a remedy to be tested. As everyone 
knows who has examined his corn, there 
is a very large percentage of rotten com 
in the country this year. Storms blew 
down much of tha com ia the early fall 
and this ratted before gathering time. 
Thadmuth also caused much corn to 
only partly mature and this is very 
faulty. There was also much late corn, 
on account of farmers failing to get out 
a full caop of tobacco, and this was in- 
(tetad with wonsa So it is easily to 
aae that If this disease is caused by 
faulty com, it will not be dim ult for 
hogs all over the country to become in- 
fected Horses and other live stock are 
also in danger, as they succumb much 
more easily lo bad feed than hogs. So 
far no hog disease has been reported in 
Ma d i e o n county.
